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RED LETTER DAYS. 


A Chronicle of Historical Events that have 
Happened this Week. 


THE month of January received its name from Janus, 
one of the Roman divinities, and it was introduced into 
the year by Numa Pompilius, the second King of Rome, 
whose reign a — hee one of yee 

rosperity. re 0 mulus began in March, 
a only consisted of ten months. In honour of Janus 
the Romans feasted, danced, and made merry on the 
firat day of January, while, in opposition, the ancient 
Christians fasted and made themselves miserable. 

January lst.—This is a notable day in the history of 
the Empire. Just a hundred years ago Ireland was 
united with Great Britain ; in 1877 the Queen was 
Froceimes Empress of India ; while on this date, in 

901, the great Commonwealth of Australia was 
inaugurated with pomp and ceremony. The motion to 
confer the title of ‘“ Empress”"’ on the Queen was 

ied through the House of Commons by Mr. 
Disraeli, afterwards Lord Beaconsfield, who gave an 
assurance that it would only be used in India. It is 
interesting to note that it now figures on the coins of 
the realm, viz., “Ind. Imp.” 

On the first day of the Fal 1694, the Bank of Eng- 
land was founded by William Paterson, a Scotchman, 
who died in the month of January, 1719. In the 
following year, the Bank of Scotland was established 
by an Englishman! The “Old Lady ” of Threadneedle 
Street was the first of English joint-stock banks, and it 
was founded mainly to lend £1,200,000 to the Govern- 
ment of the time, in return for which it secured many 
privileges. In its first year the Bank only needed the 
services of fifty-four people; it now employs upwards 
of nine hundred. 

January 2nd.—In Westerham vicarage, Sevenoaks, 
Kent, there was born on this date, 1727, the man who won 
Canada for the Empire. James Wolfe entered the Army 
in 1742, and in 1759, when only thirty-two, he was, us 
Major-General, given command of 9,000 troops destined 
to ees Quebec, which was defended by 20,000 men. 
We all know the result, and how Sir Jumes Wolfe fell 
in the moment of victory; but it is not generally known 
that he had a strong presentiment of his death. Before 
the battle, he intrusted Commander Jervis (afterwards 
Lord Howe) with the miniature of a young lady, for 
return to her if anything happened. 

January 3rd.—Ninety-seven years ago Douglas 
Jerrold, wit, author, and dramatist, was bose in 
London. When only ten years old he joined the Na 
as a midshipman, but at the end of the war started life 
ashore as a printer's apprentice. At twenty-six he was 
writing plays for the Surrey Theatre at £5 a week, and 
he a contributor to Puncu from its second 
number in 184].

January 4th.—There is nothing more horrible than a 
fire at sea, and the burning of the steamship Amazon, 
on this date in ar bgt igre ep the ie 
sailed, January on her maiden voyage from - 
ampton, being the first vessel to leave the new docks - 
there. The fire started in the middle of the vessel, 600 
gallons of oil burst into flame, and no one could get 
near the engines, either to stop the ship, which rushed 


on full or startthe pump. The boats were mostly 
swamped in launching, and only fifty-nine were saved 
out of the 161 people on board.

Possibly an explanation may be found in the fact 
that for a very long time ear diseases were far beyond
